We stated yesterday that there
wa3 probably as much sickness in Mobile as there
lias been at any time in New Orleans, and regret
that the report of deaths for Friday (received after
that article was written) more than confirms our
conjecture. In the first place, it is generally ad-

mitted that the deatlis here are much fewer in pro-
portion to the number of cases than they have been
in our sister city. The whole number of inter-mea- ts

on Friday was forty-Hire- e.

We are informed that many families are actually
living in the woods at this time, and a walk through
the city at evening will give evidence of the deple-
tion of its inhabitants, in the number of vacant
dwellings to be met with in ever' quarter.

It is uot easy to estimate the population remain-
ing, after all these drains upon it are deducted. AVe

shonld suppose, "however, that at present it can
ltardly exceed" twelve thousand. Supposing the
population of New Orleans to be seventy-fiv- e thou- -
sand, (the very lowest estimate that we have seen,
and probably far below the realitj,) forty-thr- ee

deaths in Mobile would be equivalent to two hun-
dred and sixty-nin- e in that city a number which
has been exceeded, if Ave remember rightly, only
once.

"Wedo not present these estimates for the pur-
pose or creating alarm. On the contrary, we be-

lieve there is much ground to hope, (under provi-
dence,) that, as the disease has increased so rapid-
ly, ituiay have already attained its maximum, and
that its decline may be marked by a corresponding
rapidity.

It is due, however, to the destitute sufferers, that
thoir true condition should be known, aud to the
remaining residents, that the burden of meeting the
demands of charity should be shared by our absent
fellow-citizen- s, who will, doubtless, realize their re-

sponsibility in this matter as soon as the facts aro
made known We Jtnow that, in spite of the he-
roic efforts tint have been made and are still ma-
king by the benevolent there is still much suffering
among the poor for lack of attention, nursing, and
other necessaries.
